
Four nominations for 
county council seat 


THE electorate of Lyme Regis and district will 
be going to the polls to elect a new county coun¬ 
cillor next month. 

The Conservative councillor who has held the Marsh- 
wood Vale seat, of which Lyme forms a part, is not seek¬ 
ing re-election after representating the area on Dorset 
County Council for the past 12 years. 

Colonel Geoffrey Brierley has been a high profile mem¬ 
ber of the county authority, having served on the Cabinet 
as portfolio holder for strategic planning and transporta- 
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tion, 12 years on the Fire Authority and five years on the 
Police Authority, including a period as vice-chairman. 

Before embarking on a career in local government, 
Colonel Brierley served in the Armed Forces for 35 years. 
He was commissioned into the Dorset Regiment in 1955 
and transferred to the Parachute Regiment in 1962, co- 
mannding 1 Para from 1976 to 1979. 

Four candidates will be seeking to succeed Colonel 
Brierley as county councillor for Marshwood Vale. They

Chit Chong, of Ryall, 

Bridport (Green Party); 

Patrick Hicks, of Anning 
Road, Lyme Regis (Lib¬ 
eral Democrat); Richard 
Nicholls, of Victoria

Avenue, Lyme Regis 
(Conservative).

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JANE Fisher was born and raised in Wiltshire, but 
spent most weekends in Dorset visiting relatives. 
Married for 20 years and with two daughters, she 
moved with her family to Holnest near Yetminster 
in 2006. With a career in optics spanning 22 years, 
Mrs Fisher set up "The Eye Bus" - mobile optician 
service covering much of West Dorset - in 2010. 


■ WHAT gave you the idea of starting a mobile op¬ 
tical practice? 

I had thought about opening a traditional practice but 
this felt too daunting. I worked in Dorchester for four 
years and realised some patients had to travel long dis¬ 
tances and many had to rely on lifts to visit the optician. 
A friend jokingly suggested a mobile practice and this 
got my brain working how I could take the practice to 
areas nearer the patients. 

■ WHAT are the advantages of being mobile? 

I have had a really positive response from patients.They 
can have the full service of the high street in their vil¬ 
lage, rather than having to travel up to 15 miles when 
all you need is a 10 second adjustment when you have 
sat on your glasses. I can spend more time with each 
patient as I have lower overheads and I can find out 
what they need and offer a much more personalised 
service. It's not a service you need daily so being at each 
location once a week works well. 

■ WHAT are the disadvantages? 

Because the bus is only 7m long by 2m wide we have 
to be very tidy! On the bus, there is a place for every¬ 
thing. We also run an appointment system so we can 
try and spread out the patients as there is limited seat¬ 
ing capacity. 

■ WHAT do people say about the service? 

We have been very well supported. Word of mouth has 
been our best advert and, after almost three years, peo¬ 
ple are coming back for their recall, which I take as a 
very positive sign. Each community we visit has really 
got behind us and frequently tell us what an asset it is 
to the village. 

■ DO people in general look after their eyes? 

I think people who wear glasses do have their eyes 
checked frequently, every two years is the recom¬ 
mended frequency, but people who don't have any 
concerns often don't have regular checks. The eyes can 
tell a lot about your general health and can show up 
signs of high blood pressure, Cholesterol, Diabetes, MS 
and many other conditions, even some tumours, often 
with no symptoms to the patient. 

Also, if there is one test I would get every patient over 



60 to do, it would be to check for early signs of Macular 
degeneration. It is the leading cause of blindness in this 
country and can sometimes be helped if caught early 
enough. Check straight lines (door frames, Tiles) one 
eye at a time. If there is a kink/wave in the line or a gap 
report this to either an optician, GP or your local eye de¬ 
partment. Diet can help, and so can giving up smoking. 
■ YOU initially wanted to study psychology at uni¬ 
versity - does this help you in your work?

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Couple airlifted to safety after cutaffbyJide 
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A YOUNG couple were airlifted to safety after being 
cut off by the tide at Seven Rock Point, west of Lyme 
Regis. 

The coastguard helicopter from Portland was 
called to the incident on Friday, April 5th. 

The couple, visiting from the Midlands, had tried 
to return to Lyme Regis by crossing a dangerous 
landslip and nearly became stuck in mud. They re¬ 
treated, climbed the cliff and were trapped in the 
undergrowth. 

The helicopter struggled to find the couple be¬ 
cause of the density of the vegetation but they 
were eventually located and winched to safety. 

The pair were flown to Lyme Regis Football Club 


where they were checked over. 

• OTHER recent incidents for Lyme Regis Coast¬ 
guards have included reports of a lost eight-year- 
old boy on March 31 st. 

The Dutch boy separated from his father while 
they were fossil hunting below Black Ven, to the 
west of Charmouth, but was later found and re¬ 
united. 

Coastguards have advised that fossil hunters as¬ 
sign a meeting point in case they become sepa¬ 
rated. 

Lyme Regis Coastguards also recently received re¬ 
ports of a dog becoming stuck on the cliffs to the 
west of Charmouth. 


Due to the - 
instability of 
the cliffs and 
the presence 
of quicksand in 
this location, the 
coastguards were 
pleased that, on arrival 
at the scene, the dog 
had made his own way down off the cliff. 

Coastguards have advised that dog owners al¬ 
ways call the coastguards in these incidents, rather 
than attempting to retrieve their pets themselves 
from the cliffs.

Trust, has been set up in the Jubilee Pavilion throughout 
winter and the town council recently agreed it could ex¬ 
tend its operation on the seafront until May 17th outside 
the pavilion.

Volunteers needed to 
help tackle speeding 

LOCAL police are asking for volunteers to help tackle 
speeding in Lyme Regis. 

The successful Community Speedwatch scheme, set 
up in Chideock, is now being rolled out across Dorset 
and local police are asking residents to get involved. 

The new scheme involves members of the commu¬ 
nity working together in groups for three or four to 
target speeding. 

A pool of volunteers, organised by a co-ordinator, 
are trained by the police to use a speed measuring 
device and the details of any speeding drivers are 
recorded by the volunteers. 

These are then forwarded to the police, and letters 
are sent to the registered owners of the vehicles 
warning them about their speed. 

Lyme Regis PCSO Luke White said: "Speeding vehi¬ 
cles is an issue which is consistently raised by mem¬ 
bers of the public as an issue in the community. 

"We, along with the Road Safety Team (camera vans) 
target numerous areas to try and tackle this issue. 
However, with your help we can have a greater pres¬ 
ence and bigger impact." 

PCSO White explained that the cost setting up a 
Community Speedwatch scheme was minimal, with 
the equipment costing under £300, including a speed 
gun, pop up signs, high-visibility jackets, a clicker to 
count cars and the forms to record vehicle details. 

In order to get started in Lyme Regis, all that is re¬ 
quired is a co-ordinator and between 6 and 20 volun¬ 
teers who wish to take part. There will be some basic 
vetting checks carried out by police to ensure that the 
volunteers are suitable for the role.

Nuclear debate back to the fore 


SINCE its inception nuclear fission has been a cause 
for controversy, whether it is energy or weapon re¬ 
lated. 

With the current situation in North Korea and 
David Cameron’s recent message in support of the 
Trident nuclear system, I expect the issue of nuclear 
weapons to become a well debated topic over the 
coming months. 

The nuclear weapon debate is nuanced in compar¬ 
ison to energy, as the lines become much more 
blurred between being simply ‘for’ or ‘against’ nu¬ 
clear weapons. 

I imagine most people are against nuclear weapons 
in principle. Despite nearly seven decades passing, 
who fails to recoil in horror at the devastation that 
was caused by the first and last atomic bombs at Hi¬ 
roshima and Nagasaki? 

The deployment of nuclear weapons is the epitome 
of disaster. So, surely, we should disarm our nuclear 
weapon capability, right? 

Well, in my opinion, no. 

For me, the adage ‘once you let the cat out of the 
bag’ is apt. The problem we face is that the science 
behind making a nuclear bomb is now widely 
known, providing almost any stable or unstable na¬ 


tion which has the desire, the ability to develop the 
technology needed for nuclear missiles. 

Iran’s nuclear programme has of course caused 
huge unease over recent years. And now attention 
has re-focused on the beleaguered Stalin-esque state 
of North Korea, which is ramping up attempts to cre¬ 
ate nuclear warheads while sending aggressive mes¬ 
sages to a range of supposed foes, most notably the 
U.S. and South Korea. 

So, in the knowledge that potentially dangerous 
states may have the capability to develop nuclear 
weaponry, should we discard our own? 

Cases have been and will be made on both moral 
and financial grounds that we should disarm our Tri¬ 
dent system. Do we take one of these routes and 
hope that we are never faced with the possibility of 
attack? 

The temptation to take this course - given the cost 
of Trident - is of course considerable. But so is the 
temptation not to spend on any form of insurance 
when money is tight. 

Personally, I remain convinced that Trident should 
be viewed as the ultimate insurance policy against 
potential future aggressors - and that it would there¬ 
fore be foolish to abandon this ultimate deterrent.

Pavilion volunteers to 
receive parking permits 


VOLUNTEERS at the Jubilee Pavilion 
in Lyme Regis are expected to benefit 
from 40 half-day concessionary parking 
permits this summer. 

Lyme Regis town councillors are ex¬ 
pected to approve a recommendation for 
the concessionary parking permits in Ca- 
banya Car Park at Monmouth Beach, for 
those volunteering in the pavilion in the 
Marine Parade shelters, which acts as a 
welcome and information point for visi¬ 
tors. 

The recommendation came after dis¬ 
cussions between town clerk John Wright 
and lead volunteer at the pavilion, Chris 
Boothroyd, who resigned from the post 
last year after raising concerns about the 
way in which the council ran the shelters 
and how it treated volunteers, but later 
agreed to cotinue in his role. 

In a report to be presented to council¬ 
lors tonight (Wednesday) at the Tourism 
and Economic Development Committee, 
Mr Wright said that the permits would be 
for volunteers with mobility issues. They 
would be produced by the town council 
and distributed by Mr Boothroyd but 
would not constitute a right to park, and 
spaces would not be reserved in the car 
park. 

The report also stated that some of Mr 
Boothroyd’s other suggestions, based on 
feedback from pavilion volunteers and 
visitors in 2012, had minor operational 
and financial implications, including the 
provision of tabards, a heater and sig¬ 
nage, which could be funded through the 
Marine Parade shelters’ miscellaneous 
budget.

In the feedback collated by Mr 
Boothroyd, volunteers suggested that 
tourist leaflets and brochures for major 
Lyme Regis attractions should be avail¬ 
able in the pavilion, as should bus 
timetables, leaflets on local walks, safety 
when fossil hunting, up-to-date informa¬ 
tion on cliff instability and the town 
brochure. 

Volunteers also thought that more sig¬ 
nage was needed to direct visitors to the 
pavilion, particularly on the Cart Road 
level. 

Several volunteers commented on the 
unused potential of the pavilion as an ed¬ 
ucational, social or cultural venue or a 
“shop window” for local arts and crafts, 
but many agreed they were pleased they 
did not have to sell anything. 

Many agreed that a short period, during 
which pavilion volunteers and those 
from the Jurassic Airlines simulator were 
both in the facility, did not work as the 
pavilion “lost its identity” and there were 
“too many cooks”. 

Volunteers requested tabards rather 
than the rarely-worn yellow t-shirts, and 
many asked for a wireless internet con¬ 
nection to help answer visitors’ ques¬ 
tions . 

It was suggested that adjustable blinds 
be purchased for the windows, as on 
bright days the projector screens inside 
were difficult to see.

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Protesters say'save our woodland'

A DETERMINED group of about 20 protesters gath¬ 
ered outside the threatened Whistler’s Wood on Pound 
Street, Lyme Regis, on Saturday afternoon, led by 
Frances Whistler, daughter of the former owner. 

The group protested against the plans, currently 
under consideration by West Dorset District Council, 
submitted by current owner Quentin Craven to build 
two timber houses on the 200-year-old wood in the 
heart of the town. 

The wood is situated in the centre of Lyme’s Con¬ 
servation Area, where only developments that “pre¬ 
serve and enhance” the area are permitted. 

Mr Craven’s plans would include setting up a trust 
to look after the remaining trees following the con¬ 
struction of two houses with parking spaces. Ms 
Whistler, daughter of former owner Sir Laurence 
Whistler, the Queen’s glass engraver, is challenging 
how such a development accords with the require¬ 
ments of building in a Conservation Area. 

She said: “I was delighted at the excellent turnout, 
including three of Lyme's councillors. People clearly 
care about the wood!” 

Ms Whistler has also challenged the effectiveness of 
the recommended trust, both in terms of the funding 
it would require and the trustees’ time in perpetuity. 

She continued: “I hope our protest persuades West 
Dorset councillors to reject this unwanted scheme." 

A similar planning application has twice been 
thrown out. In 2009 both Lyme Regis and West Dorset 
district councillors rejected it and the plans were later 
refused again on appeal. 

However, planning officers have this time recom¬ 
mended the plans for approval, as they say previous 
reasons for refusal have been dealt with by the plans 
including a legal obligation to set up the trust. 

A final decision is expected on April 18th.

"Erick's dad died when he was 12 
and, being the oldest child, he became 
head of the family and had to leave 
school to help his mum run the farm 
and sell produce at the market. 

"It wasn't easy to miss that the wall of 
the kitchen had completely collapsed, 
and on the main house the wall was 
very badly cracked. 

"Erick explained to me what hap¬ 
pened and he told me how he wished 
he could build a brick house for his 
mum and his family. But he only earns 


the equivalent of about £50 a month, 
which needs to go towards food. 

"To build a brick structure will cost 
about £4,000. He never asked me for 
any money but his story broke my 
heart and I told him I wanted to try and 
help him raise it. 

"Since I've been back we've talked on 
the phone and he told me a part of the 
wall of the main house has also fallen 
in. It is very risky to stay in the building 
but they have no where else to go." 

Since returning to the UK Elie has 
been fundraising to help Erick and his 
family and has so far raised £1,425 
through donations from friends and 
family. 

On Saturday, April 20th she will be 
hosting a fundraising concert at the 
Woodmead Halls in Lyme Regis, start¬ 
ing at 7pm and featuring many local 
performers. 

Ellie added: "There will be some 
amazing talented local acts perform¬ 
ing.

LYME Regis’ plan to host Britain's biggest-ever band 
of 2,000 guitarists has become an instant hit - with 500 
guitarists signed up in the first month. 

The record attempt for the most guitarists to play one 
song simultaneously is drawing players from all over 
Britain and this week organisers warned hotels and 
bed and breakfasts to prepare for an influx of visitors 
seeking rooms for the event, which will be held on 
Lyme's front beach at 5pm on Saturday, September 
7th. 

Local writer Geoff Baker, who is organising the 
event along with Axe Music owner Andy Cable and 
top chef Mark Hix, said: "Guitarists have joined the 
band from all over Britain, they're already asking 
where they can stay on the night. 

"The campaign to form the band has only been going 
for a month and we've already got 500 guitarists! Sep¬ 
tember 7th is going to be a big day and a great night." 

As the date also marks the birthday of Buddy Holly, 
one of the early founders of rock and roll, the massive 
band is learning to play Holly's “Rave On” together. 

Hugh Cornwell, guitarist of The Stranglers, has told 
organisers he wants to be in the band and Billy Ger- 
aghty, who played Buddy Holly in the West End mu¬ 
sical, has also joined up. Billy Bragg said he will be 
there too if he is not on tour. 

Meanwhile Lyme shops and coffee houses have 
jumped at the organisers' offer for players from 
Britain's Biggest Band to perform acoustic sets at their 


premies during the day, as the town warms up for the 
evening event. 

Mr Baker added: "The Terrace, Amid Giants & 
Idols, Serendip Bookshop, Holmbush Cafe, Blue Lias 
Gallery, Fuego, Aroma and the Good Food Store have 
all said they'd like guitarists playing at their place on 
the day, and the guitarists are keen to oblige. There's 
going to be music all over Lyme."

being the county coun¬ 
cillor who delivered a 
public footpath in Char- 
mouth Road. 

The town council had 
been pushing for one for

for an answer that deliv¬ 
ered the long-awaited 
path.

EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ WHEN I first started out as a reporter, many 
moons ago, dinner dances were all the rage. Vir¬ 
tually every organisation in town held one every 
year and I soon realised that a dinner jacket was an 
essential item fora reporter's wardrobe. Ballroom 
dancing lessons were also on the agenda. 

Most of these events in Lyme were held at the 
Royal Lion Hotel, run in those days by Bob Dunne 
and his wife before it was taken over by brewers Bass 
Charrington. 

Virtually every Saturday night would see a dinner 
dance at the Lion and those I remember include 
functions such as Rotary President's Night, Masonic 
Ladies Night, Sailing Club, Operatic Society, Skittles 
League, Football Club and Chamber of Trade din¬ 
ners. A number of outside organisations also trav¬ 


elled into Lyme for their annual bash, such was the 
reputation at the Lion. Reporters were usually given 
two complimentary tickets but it would be neces¬ 
sary to take notes of all the speeches and write a 
lengthy report. As they say, there is no such thing as 
a free lunch - and never was. 

Few organisations today hold such events and 
when they do the press is rarely, if ever, invited. And 
we certainly don't get free tickets. 

I was reminded of such occasions on Saturday 
night when Jackie and I attended the first Royal 
British Legion dinner for more than 50 years. It was a 
low-key affair at the Golf Club, efficiently organised 
by David Humphrey, one of the younger Legion 
members, and I hope it becomes an annual event 
once again. 


Brierley was a regular 
attender at Lyme coun¬ 
cil meetings, giving an 
update on county mat¬ 
ters before the meetings 
proper got underway. 

Invariably, these have 
been occasions to 
savour, especially on the 
press bench, as his re¬ 
ports were also filled 
with punchy retorts 
often tinged with hu¬ 
mour. 

He had many a battle 
with Derek Hallett, the 
town’s former dog war¬ 
den, who was a regular 
attender at council meet¬ 
ings to raise matters in 
the public forum ses¬ 
sion. 

They had a long battle 
over the yellow lines in 
Lyme Regis, or rather 
the lack of them. Rarely 
did a meeting pass with¬ 
out Mr Hallett raising 
the subject and throwing 
down the challenge to 


Colonel Brierley to get 
something done. 

The Colonel never lost 
his temper, though it 
must have been a close 
thing at times. And al¬ 
though Mr Hallett might 
not have always been 
happy with the answer 
he got, he never lost re¬ 
spect for his adversary. 

Well, let’s be honest, 
Colonel Brierley com¬ 
manded 1 Para during 
the 1970s. Lyme council 
was never really going to 
trouble him. 

There were many other 
issues that Colonel 
Brierley involved him¬ 
self with in Lyme over 
the years. He fought 
tenaciously for the reten¬ 
tion of our local library 
and is still working hard 
to find a solution to the 
traffic problems outside 
the Woodroffe School to¬ 
gether with a host of 
matters that never make 
the local papers. 

Lyme goes to the polls 
on May 2nd to choose a 
successor to Colonel 
Brierley. 

Whoever wins that 
election has some big 
former Army-sized 
boots to fill. 


AS far as I know, Margaret Thatcher never visited 
Lyme Regis. As a true blue Tory stronghold, I sup¬ 
pose she would have been greeted with enthusi¬ 
asm for back in those days, as one of the town's 
few Labour supporters George Curtis would say: 
"Put a blue ribbon on a pig and they will vote for 
it around here." 

But Maggie did come to West Dorset after oust¬ 
ing Ted Heath as Leader of the Conservative 
Party and before she became Prime Minister. 

Sir Jim Spicer (yet to be knighted) was the MP 
for West Dorset at the time and arranged a visit 
from the Iron Lady to Beaminster in February 
1975 to make a key speech. 

At the time I was working as chief reporter for 
the Bridport News, not hugely interested in poli¬ 
tics, and sports editor Roger Bailey (an out and 
out Tory) and I were assigned to cover the visit. 

Roger bought a new matching blue shirt and 
tie especially for the occasion. Maggie travelled 
down from London on the train and was greeted 
by Jim Spicer at Crewkerne station. We were in¬ 
troduced to Maggie on the platform and Roger 
was so overcome that he actually bowed when 
she shook his hand! I wasn't so enamoured al¬ 
though she was far more glamorous than her tel¬ 
evision image. 

If I remember correctly, a reception for party 
workers was held at Beaminster School before 
she returned to London. I can't remember what 
she spoke about so I Googled it and there it was 
in its entirety. 

Even at such an early stage in her leadership, 
there were clear signs of"Thatcherism"to come 
She promised to make "some dreams come true". 

She did that. But she also ruined a few and we 
should leave it to history to judge her.

Woodland development would 
'alter forever a precious asset' 


■ LYME Regis is a beautiful town which attracts visitors 
for a multitude of reasons. Not least of these is the town’s 
rich literary and artistic heritage. 

For visitors to be able to see for themselves the places 
which inspired art adds much to their appreciation of 
these works. When artists and authors use locations, these 
become forever linked with them. Those who love the 
works are often drawn to seek out these places. Visitors 
often come to Lyme to see for themselves where Jane 
Austen, John Fowles and Laurence Whistler drew their 
inspiration. 

For 28 years the artist Laurence Whistler lived in Lyme 
Regis and his wonderfully atmospheric glass engravings 
from this period were often of Lyme and the woodland 
gardens of his home. In his expert hands his images cap¬ 
ture the essence of the quiet haven he loved so much. The 
woodland and the sunlight through the trees are almost 
magically recreated on his glass. His works are highly re¬ 
garded and are in museums and private collections all 
over the world. He was one of the founders of the Guild 
of Glass Engravers and his contribution to the art form 
was of great importance. 

I spent the latter part of my childhood in Lyme Regis 
and I attended Woodroffe School. Lyme holds a special 
place in my heart because it was my home. Later it was 


the knowledge of the works of Laurence Whistler which 
led me to join the Guild of Glass Engravers and to de¬ 
velop my own style as a glass engraver. 

I was saddened to hear that there are plans to build in 
the wood which once belonged to Laurence Whistler and 
which was so much a part of his work. Any building on 
this land would alter forever this precious asset to the 
town. Quite apart from its artistic significance the de¬ 
struction of this woodland would reduce the valuable 
habitat for wildlife in the town. At a time when the RSPB 
is reporting a reduction in many of our once familiar 
birds and there is a worrying decline in the number of 
hedgehogs nationwide it is vital to preserve places where 
wildlife can live safely. 

The wood at Little Place is an important asset to Lyme 
Regis. Its visual impact on the town, its value as a 
wildlife haven and its artistic connections make it unique. 
Buildings in the wood would destroy its fragile ecosys¬ 
tem. The town would lose the wood as its green heart and 
would lose it as a valuable resource for future generations 
and as a source of creative inspiration.

■ THERE is a lot of belated local opposition to the pro¬ 
posed building of two houses in this wood within the 
Lyme Conservation Area. 

The planning approval all seems to now balance on the 
functioning of a trust set up to look after and manage the 
conservation of this wood, for the benefit of our environ¬ 
ment, for all time. 

The applicants have offered £1,500 as an amount to in¬ 
vest to cover the costs of administrating and managing 
the wood and trust, for all time. WDDC, as a final act be¬ 
fore approval, have decided to look at this trust to see 
how viable it is, a very difficult and rather specialised 
legal task. I would suggest to them a simple enquiry to 
the National Trust, experts in this field, would be an en¬ 
lightening experience; asking them to create a trust for a 
lived in wood with £1,500 as an endowment and they 


would laugh you out of the building. They would proba¬ 
bly baulk at £150,000 given the costs of professional 
trustees, maintaining the wood, insurance, possible future 
legal fees, risk etc. 

If it did go ahead and this trust failed some time after 
the WDDC deliberation, who is responsible, the council¬ 
lors? The trustees surely could not be responsible if 
handed in effect an under funded and unworkable trust; 
the developers (the only winners here) will no doubt be 
long gone. 

I and many others living in Lyme wish the WDDC good 
luck in this rather tricky task and hope they don't let us 
(and as it now appears our future 
generations) down.

New 3D fossil project 
to visit Lyme festival 


AN exciting new 
British fossil project 
will be visiting Lyme 
Regis Fossil Festival, 
which will be held 
over the weekend 
May 3rd to 5 th. 

The 3D Fos¬ 
sils project is 
harnessing the 
very latest tech¬ 
nology - 3D scan¬ 
ning and printing - 
to take a new look at 
some of the oldest scien¬ 
tific evidence available. 

Every species or subspecies of or¬ 
ganism, whether living or fossil, has 
what is known as a “type” or refer¬ 
ence specimen to define its character¬ 
istic features. These specimens are 
held in museums and collections 
around the world and must be avail¬ 
able for study. Keeping track of them 
is a huge job though, and for most 
scholars a study visit is out of the 
question. 

There’s another more pressing 
problem too - many of the UK fossil 
species were defined over a century 
ago, and with time, the type speci¬ 
mens may have deteriorated or been 
lost, causing major problems. 

Scientists believe it is essential to 
preserve an accurate record of them 
as soon as possible. That record will 


also include details about 
the history of the fos¬ 
sils - who found 
them, when and 
where - and 
some of the la¬ 
bels on the fos¬ 
sils are as 
fascinating as 
the fossils 
themselves. 

The 3D Fossils 
project is run by a 
team from the British 
Geological Survey, the 
Geological Curator’s Group, 
the Sedgwick Museum, Cambridge, 
the Oxford University Museum of 
Natural History, and the National 
Museum of Wales and is funded by 
JISC. It will create a single database 
of the type specimens held in British 
collections, of macrofossil species 
and subspecies found in the UK, in¬ 
cluding links to photographs (includ¬ 
ing “anaglyph” stereo pairs) and a 
selection of 3D digital models. T 
he project team will be at the Fossil 
Festival to demonstrate how the tech¬ 
nology works and why it’s important 
to make the collection available to 
students around the world - whether 
a primary school in Dorset, or a uni¬ 
versity in Japan.

The Town Mill complex also houses a cafe, a pot¬ 
tery, cheesemonger, a couturier, hat maker, micro¬ 
brewery and three galleries.

The acts included a juggler, some daredevil aerial an¬ 
tics, a young lady who spun hula hoops and a duo who 
spoofed James Bond in a balancing act. 

All this was interspersed with Kakehole the Clown in¬ 
terrupting Mr Popol as he tried to compere the show; 
it has to be said without success; often aided by his co¬ 
horts Bertie Bear and Ernie Elephant. 

This comedy duo have been voted Britain's Best Circus 
Comedy act twice, and you could see why. The children 
loved them; my grandson claiming the best moment 
being when Bertie kicked Kakehole's bottom! 

The act which drew the largest applause during our
